This application discloses and claims only subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/KROO/01 441 , filed 12/03/01, and names an inventor or inventors 
named in the prior application. Accordingly, this application may constitute a 
continuation or division. Should applicant desire to obtain the benefit of the filing date of 
the prior application, attention is directed to 35 U.S.C. 120 and 37 CFR 1.78. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In particular it is indefinite and the examiner did not understand in Claim 1: 

"quantitatively grasping and synthesizing"

this description. For the purposes of this review the examiner will interpret the claim to 
be: "calculating"

"reporting a result of judgment"

this description. For the purposes of this review the examiner will interpret the claim to 
"reporting a result" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A' person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) thie Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Moran

An asset allocation for calculating an asset allocation (see Moran, Figure 3, Item 

50) 

An investment database (2,8, +) (see Moran, Figure 2, item 223) 
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An investment performance estimating means for periodically calculating a 
performance index based on a return and risk for each investment by accessing the 
investment database, and storing the calculated performance index for each investment 
in the investment database. (8 +) (see Moran, Figure 16, item 237) 

Re claim 3 - 4 & 9 -10: Moran discloses: 

Investment analysis means forjudging adequate/inadequate for investment 
based on comparisons of returns for a predetermined period and a benchmark (see 
Moran, Figure 16, item 236) 

Re claim 5 -7 & 1 1-13: Moran discloses: 

Calculating a temporary performance index from a risk factor and a target return 
value (see Moran, Figure 16, item 236)
